SANTA'S REINDEER 


(from Patricia Edmonds, National Geographic) “Rudolph the red-nosed reindeer 
must have been a female.” 


Rangifer tarandus includes the caribou of North America and the reindeer of 
Eurasia. Biologist Peter Flood of the University of Saskatchewan, Canada, says 
it is the only deer species in which both sexes grow antlers—and in which 
annual rack-shedding cycles separate the bulls from the cows. 


In spring, both sexes begin to grow antlers that, by fall, harden to bone. Flood 
says adult males’ antlers are rightly called weapons of sex, used to drive off

other bulls in rut. After the cows are pregnant, adult bulls" testosterone levels ike 2003. Sc#999 


drop, triggering a bone cell change that makes their antlers fall off, usually in 
November or December. 


Young males keep their antlers somewhat longer. But pregnant cows keep their racks all winter and into spring, the 
better to fend off threats and guard feeding sites. Only after they give birth, typically in April or May, do they shed 
their antlers (which non-pregnant cows did some weeks earlier). 


So to give Santa's sleigh pullers their due, let us clarify. Reindeer still antlered on Christmas Eve may be adolescent 
males, but could very well be females, and pregnant ones at that. 


[Ed. note. The names of Santa's main team have been documented for almost 200 years. Clearly they cannot be 
adolescents. One of the names (Vixen) is feminine and the others are androgynous enough to give credence to this 
theory that they are all female. 


[However, Rudolph is clearly a masculine name and is referred to as a male in the story that introduced him to the 
public in 1939. Since Rudolph has been around that long, we can consider that by now he also is no longer a young 
bull and thus, should have shed his antlers by Christmas Eve. 


Uf we suppose that all these beasts are the original members of the team, then they have unnaturally long life spans. 
Given that they can also fly, perhaps they belong to an unidentified supernatural subspecies (R. t. fantasticus?). 
Maybe this subspecies does not shed its antlers at all, so who knows what gender they might be.]
